only involved the first surface of the skin about a centine- 


tre long more or less® (a centimetre being about 2/6 of an inck) ‘ 


But which is described by DR.Burgess as being “a severe 
contusion of about an inch and a half long by a half inch wide? 

I deduce from my knowledge of the facts the following con 
clusions? 

ist- Dr .Ruiz was arrested ona false charge. 

2nd.-He was placed under an improper jurisdiction and 
died before the proper tribunal considered his case -thereby 
giving him no opportunity to prove his innocence. 

Srd.-That he was kept ina solitary cell for 315 hours in 
violation of certain rights - which limits such confinement to 
72 hours. | 

4th.ye died from congestion of the brain - produced by a 
blow on the top of the head. | 
5th.-There are two theories connected with the wound on»ts 
the head. : 

Ome: = That ina state of mental excitement he ran 
across the cell as described by one of the jailers and butt 
his own head on the door in a frantic effort to get out. 

Another: . That: he was struck over the head with one of 


the clubs carried by the jailers,by the inmediate watchman who 
had probably ordered him to cease Bis cries for relief,ami for 
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nis children, and upon his ‘net doing s0,etruck him with more 
force than he had intended - or it is possible the blow was 
intenied to make him confess or give evidence against others 
in reference to the insurgent attack on the rail road train. 
3¢ if possible he went mad, and many causes otub’s hed to produce 
such a result. His knowledge of his own tumscotnn hts confine= 
ment in a gloomy cell,where he was not & opec to communicate 
with family or friends or to read or ertte & 1ine,all aione 
with the thought,doubtless impressing itself upon his mind 
that he was liable,- in the reign of terror then existing in 
ani avound Quanabacon = to be summarily executed at axy moment, 


He loved his wife ani children,ani in the darkness and loneli- 


ness Of his cell he wes constantly crying out for them, the 
thought that they were bgt a few rods away and yet he might 
never see them agein,or hear the sound of their vices or feal 
the touch of their lips or hands,maddened him ani proved too 
much for the mind of the distracted and unhappy man and it is 
not impossible that as the long hours passed by, his mi nd may 
have given away and left him insane. His wife says his derby 
hat was all battered up,and his clothes greatly tron whem”. a > 
returned to her. But whether,when bereft of reason ,he in 
flicted the blows which produced congestion of the brain,or 
whether he died by the hands of others - the truth will pro- 
bably only be known when the hearts of all are revealed. 

The fact reiiiiime that the confinement killed him. Had he 
been released from "4 ncomunicado® by the hand of man at the end 
of” 5 hours, the hani of death might not have released him at 
the end of 515 hours «- and to-day the widow would have had the 
support of her husband and the moans of his fatherless children 
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would not have been heard in the land. 
I therefore conclude by repeatimg my previous reports in 
this case,viz?: that the fact whether Dr.Ruiz filled himself or 


was killed by some one else remains unknown,

I will explain why,as described by Dr.Burgess,the 
wound Was more scontused in the centre than on the 
edges.

The clerical work of this office is very exacting ani 
heavy. It is true that the former commercial part of the work 
has suffered reduction in amount of official fees for invoices, 
etc,since February 1895,in consequence of the war now waged 
here,but all other work has greatly increased,owing to’the same 
state of affairs,because the damage to American citizens, Amer- 
ican property,and the protection of American interests has been 
so much greater and demanded much additional labor. Mr. 
ROCKHILL, the Assistant Secretary of State when I was first ape 
pointed, told me in his office in Washington,that this was the 
"hardest worked Consulate in the service",and I have no réason 
since my arrival here to doubt the correctness Of his views. 

In view of the fact that Mr.Rockwell desires to be trans- 
ferredto some other post,I would recommend such transfer as 
tending to economy, but to keep up the efficiency of the office,

I am informed, too,that these 
reforms have been lying in the office of the Governor and 
Captain General for some weeks. I hear nothing of their pro- 
mulgation in the near future. These are the same reforms to 
which my despatch refers,and which were telegraphed here last 
pebruary,when an agreement was first reached as to the terms, 
I feel it my duty to call to your attention that neither the 
Spanish,or the cubans,or the Spenisd army,or the forces of the 
insurgents seem to take the slightest interest in said reforms, 
and their presence in Habana has not produced a ripple upon 
the surface of affairs, 

No one who is well acquainted with the existing conditions 
nen has any hope that Spain can grant reforms approximating , 
even,to Canadian autonomy,such as is so often mentioned.

On the 5th. or 6th. of June a fight took place at Las Lajas, 3 
imiles from Consolation del Sur (Prov.Pinar del Rio) two @aptains and one 
Lieut. were killed and taken to Consolacion del Sur to be buried. No 
other details given. 

On the 6th. June the Rebel leader Collazo entered El Callao 
on the Trocha of Guanajay, went to the Ssmall-pox hospital and carried 
off all the medecines of the drug store, harmed no one of the hospital. 

On the 4th. June there was a strong fight at the Bugar estate 
"kl Luisa" "near Cabanas (Prov.Pinar del Rioinorth coast beyond Bahia 
Honde) The Spaniards had 30 dead andcover one hundred wounded - gotten fr

The work of relieving destitute Americans on this Island 
is growing greater. Many of the applicants, who did not know 
they were destitute, now that they do know that relief can be 
afforded are very destitute,and the greatest caution has to be 
exercised to prevent an abuse of the Government's bounty. As 
stated before I insist that all distributing agents shall get 


an affirmative answer to two questions; first: Is the appli- 


cant an American citizen? Second: Is such applicant destitute? 


I also insist that the money given to these agents shall be 
used for the purpose of food or medicine,as required, and 
nothing else ,because there seems to have been an impression 
that it can be used for clothing,and to pay house or room rent 
&.&. The person who is charged with the business in Habana 
and its vicinity,under my direct supervision,visits the places 
of residence of all who register here as applicants and allows 
to each person a ration per day, just as rations would be issued 
to soldiers,except that climatic conditions make the ration 
here different from the ration of an American soldier.

Sir:- 
| I have the honor to estaba: eid the great majority of those — 
who are applicants for relief from the fund appropriated for 
destitute AmericanSon this Islani,are generally the lowest or- 
der of Cubans,but who have become under our laws naturalized 
citizens. In very many cases these Cubans have at some time 
visited the United States te learn some profession or trade,or 
to seeure werk eal after the necessary peried has elapsed have 
applied te the proper courts for naturalization papers, 
On securing these papers they return to Cuba to live the re- 
mainder of their days, with no thought of ever returning to the 
United States. They marry here and generally become the fa- 
thers of large families. In most instances our country has 
received no benefit in any way from their citinenthip,but is 
expected to throw the folds of its flag around them whenever 
they get inte trouble with the Spanish authorities,and now to 
feed and take care of them when they are hungry,afflicted and 
sick. 

These conditions result from the established naturaliza- 
tion laws,and our treaties with Spain - the terms of the for- 
mer,being often evaded by fraud - and” the latter being defect- 
ive, because prescribing no limit to naturalization. Many of 
these poor applicants for Goverment bounty would be a thrift- 
less class anywhere,but of course their condition is made more 
deplorable by the desolation,devastation and ruin prevailing 


here. 


Many are applying for passage to the United States in the 


ae ae 

hope that they will be able to get some employment there, but 
not with any idea of becoming permanent residents. As they 
must have resided sometime in the United States to become nat- 
uralized,I suppose they can be considered as belonging to that 
country,and hence entitled to have their passage paid. 

Numerous applications are being made for clothing and for 
money to pay rent of house or rooms. I have directed that 
Government funds be expended for food and medicines only, but 
I should like to have instructions on this point. 

In view of all the facts I have stated,I am proceeding 
with deliberation and circumspection in the expenditure of the 


Government relief fund for destitute Americans.

1896 he embarked on the 
steamer "Three Friends", at the port of JaskednvitieFloriday 
on an expedition bound, to Cuba; that..the expeditionists mimber~ 
ed about forty three persons , and amo rig them an American by the 
name of PEARCE ATKINSON, of about the same age as this -appear- 
er; that they early became. friends, and after the expedition 
landed on the 25rd.of June, between Cape San Antonio and Cape 
Corrientes,they joined the same body of Cuban insurgents com- 
manded by Col. LLORENTE, and proceeded into the interior where 
they joined MACHO"S forces: 

That there were also two other. Americans in the party, 
HOWARD H. DOUGHTY and Pra. C, FARLEY ’ and circumstances threw 
them into each other’s company, so. much so that ATKINSON, FARLEY 
and this appearer messed together, until about July 15th.or 
20th.,when FARLEY went off with MACEO, leaving ATKINSON and 
himself with the forces commanded by PEDRO A. DIAZ:

lasted about a half an hour, This appearer was in front of 
MACEO moving down the line,and ATKINSON behind him, both act- 
ing as aids-de-campr,. During the attack, and after the fir- 
ing commenced, this appearer got separated from ATKINSON, and 
did not see him until the firing was over. Not seeing him, | 
he made inquiries and learhed frou Brig.Geh’ 1 SOTOMAYOR that 
he had been killed. Then this appearer searched until he 
found his body where it had been taken after death into the 
underbrush for the a of burial. He had three wounds in 
the head,any of which would have been necessarily fatal.

Replying to your mmber 387 of the 26th instant in re- 
gard to the messenger service in this office,I have the honor 
to state that the boatman here has always been paid at the 
rate of $1< per trip,ahywhere in the harbor of Habana,and that 
his receipts average about $50 per month. He feeds himself and 
furnishes his own boat, so that the Goverment is at no expense 
except for such official trips as are necessary,and which are 
duly registered and paid at above rates. I do not think he can 
be employed to any extent as a messenger,as the steamers de~ 
part at irregular hours and he cannot leave his boat, oars, | 
sails,etc.,except for brief periods,lest something be stolen. 

Our clerks cannot well take to ami fro large bags of mail 
to the post office,and much inconvenience ami delay often re- 
sults from waiting for the boatman, The poatman, an excellent 
man on the water,can never be made a good messenger on land, 
ami will necessarily be away frequently at the very time an 
important telegraphic or other message should be despatched. 
The consulate is located some distance from tre water ani the 
large steamers are anchored in good distances from the shores 
in various parts of the harbor. 

A young man or poy, whose services can be obtained at 

$500 per anmm,ami who will be always in place would be most 


advantageous.

am able to state and verify my statement to any cae whe will come out 
and pay the Insurgent Camp a visit, that the Province is pacified simply 
because the Spanish troops are fot making any attempt to combat the 
Insurgents, There is no fighting done because the Insurgents do not 
seek engagements and the. Spaniards have practically ceased doing so. 

As*to number of Instrgents in the becvines I can truthfully 
state, that in my recent estimation of four thousand in the Province of 
Habama, I have put the number too small by several hundred, since my 
arrival, in company with General Castillo I have ridden scores of miles, 
Bpassed numerous Perfectos in the mountains where dozens of families are

An appeal was taken and is now supposed to be undergoing 
the tedious processes of Spanish jurisprudence. The attention 
of the Department ‘has already been called to Mr.Someillan's 
case in despatches Nos.51,186,298,3035,311,529,535,and the 
last paragraph of No.569,dated, respectively, July BB and October 
—-20,1896,and Jamary 14,18,19,30, February $,and July 8,1897. 

I went’ to the jail a few days ago and had a conversation 
with this prisoner.I also,as I have previously informed the 
Department,attended the trial. There did not seem to have been 
any evidence against him,and the fiscal in summing up the case 
admitted the fact,as I understood him,but asked for conviction 
on the ground that the fact he had changed his flag was evi- 
dence of his disloyalty to Spain. He was sentenced to perpe~ 
tual imprisonment, with chains. I think this is a most deserving 
case,and with this prisoner released we will have remaining in

I have the honor to inform the Department, that the good offices 
of this consulate general were asked on the 18th June, last, by 
Mr. JOHN Mc CULLOCH,as administrator of the "VICTORIA" and ad- 
ministrator and part-owser of the "UNIDAD" estates,to obtain 
permission from the Captain General to take back to each of 
Said estates three or four families of their employees who 
should be allowed to remain on the place. 

On the 10th July,Mr.McCULLOCH again asked my good offices 
to obtain from the Captain General,an extension of the time 
allowed him to recruit new forces to replace those to be with- 
drawn from the "UNIDAD" on the 15th July,alleging that within 
the period of 8 days assigned him,it was impossible to recruit 
the necessary men,provide their armament,and carry out all the 
multiple details required by the authorities for the orgahizing 
an armed force, and if not ready by the 15th July,and the pres- 
ent force was then withdrawn,the estate stood some danger of 
being destroyed, and he therefore asked until the lst August 
to comply with all the requirements of the government.

I have 
exercised the greatest care and economy in its distribution, 
and have impressed upon the agents in other parts of the 
Island to do likewhse. As a result,some 1400 destitute Ameri “ 
cans have been daily furnished with food and such medicines as 
they requibed ‘fdr past 2 1/2. months at an average of about 


f 
9.52/100 cents,U.S.money,for each person per day,or even a 


less figure,because the amount expended for transportation 
is taken from the amunt of the general relief fund. One 


hundred and eleven of this class have had transportation pur 
chased for them to various ports of the United States. 

About 95% of the 1400 destitutes are naturalized Ameri- 
can citizens who have resided here since taking out their 
naturalization papers,and whose homes and business are prac- 
tically here. A large majority of them do not speak English 
and have ®t beéd bakk to the United States since they became

Both companies have fabarrel much expense in build- 
ing forts according as receired by the Spanish cormanders, and 
while observing the most absolute neutrality ia aha difficul- 
ties which at present disturb this Island, have sought the pro- 
tection of the Spanish authori ties,and aided them to exte nd 
the same within the limits of such neutrality.’ 

But an order dated June 14th, 1897, signed by the general, 
chief of staff,Don LUIS MONCADA, decrees the withdrawal. of all 
military detachments “which have ho other object than the pro-

United States does not regard this position as being. merely 
technical. The. duty of the individual. to observe neutrality 
in a foreign conflict is in kimijif not. in dégree,similar to 
that incumbent upon the Goverment of which the individual is 
a dove niente: He cannot take part in the contest any more than 
his Goverment an. His Government expects that its citizens® 
property shall be respected and protected in every foreign 
country by the authorities in control. It is no part of the 
obligations of the Government to share tn the protection of 
ges property; and the individual owner cannot be considered 
as burdened with a divided responsibility which it would be 
impossible to divide with his Government. The decree of June 
14th requires the owners of these estates ‘to: recruit e aux= 
iliary force,officered by Spaniards and and ser¥Ving as a part 
of the auxiliary force of Spain in connection with the execu- 
tion of the Spanish campaign against the insurgents. The as- 
sumption seems to be that the obligation of Spain is merely re- 
ciprocal be tween Spain and the individual owner, Leaving out 
of consideration the fact that the international duty of Spain 
is toward the Government: ‘whose citizen or subject may lawfplly 
possess property or interests in the dominions of Spain under 
the guarantee of treaties,and in the instance in question , 
the obligation of Spain as a Governnent is primarily to the 
Government of the United States ot not to the individual.

I must therefore, in obedience to the instructions of my 
Goverment remo nitrate before Your Excellency,against the eure 
rying out of the orde# referred to,and ask that the troops be 
restored as heretofore . 

If this is not dome,then in the event of their property 
beimg abandoned to destruction through the act of the authori- 
ties of this Island,on beha f of my Govermmentand its citizens, 
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I must protest and do hereby solemnly protest,reserving to my 
Goverrmment,and its citizens, all their rights in the premises. |

Im this way these officers acquire new health which en- 
ables them to perform their functions another year. While this 
is a matter with which I have nothing to do,except in a general 
way ,I would respectfully suggest that the applications for 

leave of absence already made by these gentlemen be taken up 
again and favorably considered. 

If it is the intention of the Department to make other 
appointments in their places,their leaves might be granted rer | 
a definite period,or until their successors were appointed. | 

Of course they should be instructed,so long as they held 
their position,not to talk about the existing affairs on the 
Island,but to confine whatever knowledge they might possess to 
official statements made to the Department.

my intervention in his behalf. As she eas not certain of the 
fact of his citizenship,and as his name did not appear in the 
Register of this office,I declined to act until informed that 
he claimed citizenship.

I know you will excuse my again commencing a letter to 
you in this way, but as I believe I told you in a previous communication, 
— broke the ice first, 

I am going to try and tell you in a few words the ‘situation 
here, so that you may be able to compare what I say with the information 
obtained from all other sources, 

The pluck and pertinacity of the Spanish Goverment is most 
marvellous, surrounded on all sides at home by a growing and gathering 
storm, with an exchequer drained of its last "conten? 0 far, it has 
managed to carry on Colonial wars with immense armies, and maintain&a® - 
intact the supremecy of the reigning party. One should therefore be 
careful and hesitate to declare that the inability of the Spanish 
Goverment to deal successfully with its Peninsular and Insular affairs 
is manifest, and yet I feel it my duty to Say that I see but two ways 
the Goverment of Spain can retain its control over this Island. 

First:=- By sending 20 - 30 - or 40,000 fresh troops here in 
the Fall. 


Secondly: - By filling the public purse to the brim and paying

offfall public debts to its soldiers, citizens and corporations here. 
I confess that even with my limited knowledge of affairs in 


| Madrid, I am unable Rew to see how the conditions stated can be fulfilled, 


A very large number of sick and invalid soldiers have been returned to 
Spain within the last few months, and the United States Sanitary Inspettoy 
tells me that there are 57.000 Spanish soldiers now in the hospitals. 


The death rate in this city at this time is:- for the week ending Aug. I9 


Se 
88.90%or about 3/1/3 times greater than the death rate (average) in New 


York city. (not Greater N, Y.) the latter city being 7 or 8 times larger 
than Habana. 

The Peninsular boys sent over here as soldiers,though not 
drilled, diciplined or organized, yet possess many qualities to make 
excellent soldiers if properly shaken into military shape, but being 
thoroughly unaclimated they can not contend with the Insular Spaniards or 
Cubans on equal terms between May and November, and the désparity between 
the contending forces is daily decreasing. I do not think the Spaniards 
can now muster more than 75 - or 80.000 soldiers who have strength enough 

sto carry a rifle and a haversack, while it is certain - with the 


exception of the sSea=-ports and a few interior towns = the Insurgents

I have no hesitation in saying to you, that having"borne the 


heat and burden of the =z, * showld like to be here when the crisis is 


reached, but I shall find no fault. with the better judgement of the Pres- 


-ident, should he find some one who would better perform the dangerous a- 
-nd difficult duties of this office. If however,he inclines for the 
present to let me work this problem out,I should like to be granted a 
short leave - begininning about the first of September - say for 20 or 3O 
days - in order that I may arrange some business matters and see my wife 
and children,now in the mountains of Virginia. I could consult briefly 
with His Excellency the President and the Department and get back here by 
the first of Oct. and be ready to do my humble part in the preservation 
of peace,and the protection of life and property in the critical period 
fast approaching.

African prison Ceuta. | 

I fimai there has been no trial in this case,and, therefore 
no sentence,and that most of the accounts in the United 
States are sensational and inaccurate. Indeed,I have been 
told by ong who should know what he is talking about, that the 
pardon of this young girl had been contemplated,and that her 
name would be put on the next list of pardons, all of which I am 
led to believe is correct and would have been effect@dir it 
had not been for the very intemperate and untrue statements 
sent from this city to the public press of the United States. 
The practical result wiil be that Evangelina Cosio y Cisneros 
will be kept in confinement for a longer period. 

I do-not think,should any harsh sentence be passed upon ec 
her by a military court,that it will be eubried out, but that 
she will be. ultimately released. “he has now been in prison 
for over One year and the preliminary stages for her trial
